Announcement  has  been  made  to 
the  effect  that  Dr.  Adam  S.  Bennion, 
head  of  church  schools  'for  the  past 
nine-  years,  has  been  released  from  this 
position.  At  the  same  time  comes 
the  announcement  from  the  Utah 
Power  and  Light  Company  that  Dr. 
Bennion  has  been-  appointed  director 
of  personnel  for  that  company. 

During  the  time  of  Dr.  Bennion’s 
administration  the  church  schools  have 
made  rapid  progress  and  general  de- 
velopment in  the  field  of  education 
has  been  marked.  Especially  pro- 
nounced has  been  the  advance  of 
seminary  work  in  the  high  schools. 
This  phase  of  the  church  education 
system  has  grown  from  20  seminaries 
with  an  enrollment  of  2,980  in  1920  to 
70  seminaries  with  an  enrollment  of 
11,569  in  1927.  President  Brimhall 
has  been  a dynamic  force  in  this 
growth. 

Other  evidences  of  efficient  admin- 
istration are  the  increase  in  enrollment 
of  religion  classes  from  39,000  in  1922 
to  61,000  in  1927;  the  assigning  of 
teachers’  training  work  to  this  de- 
partment and  the  perfecting  of  a 
system  which  now  serves  about  10,000 
teachers;  the  adoption  of  a 12  month 
employment  plan  which  allows  semin- 
ary teachers  and  others  to  continue 
study  throughout  the  summer  months; 
the  inauguration  of  sabbatic  leave  for

In  making  the  announceemnt  of 
Dr.  Bennion’s  release,  the  presidency 
of  the  church  stated  that  he  leaves 
with  the  appreciation  and  blessing  or 
the  quorum. 

Dr.  Joseph  F.  Merrill,  director  of 
the  school  of  mines  and  head  of  the 
experiment  station  at  the  University 
of  Utah,  has  been  appointed  to  fill 
the  vacancy  occasioned  by  the  release 
of  Dr.  Bennion.  In  securing  the  ser- 
vices of  Dr.  Merrill  the  church  author- 
ities feel  that  a man  capable  of  carry- 
ing on  the  good  work  has  been 
chosen. v Dr.  Merrill  has  been  called 
the  father  of  the  seminary  system,  for 
it  was  under  his  direction  that  the  first 
seminary  was  established  near  the 
Granite  high  school  in  1911.  He  has 
been  connected  with  the  University 
faculty  for  thirty-five  years,  and  in 
accepting  his  new  position  Dr.  Mer- 
rill said:  “It  is  not  easy  to  break  the 
association  which  has  been  enjoyed 
for  so  long,  but  I feel  that  in  my  new 
capacity  greater  opportunity  for  ser- 
vice will  be  given  me,  and  I look  for- 
ward to  the  happy  associations  which 
will  result  from  my  future  labors,”

The  men’s  triangle  debates  will  be 
held  in  College  Hall  Friday,  February 
3,  and  will  be  on  the  question:  Resolv- 
ed, that  the  United  States  should 
cease  to  protect  by  armed  force  Ameri- 
can capital  invested  in  foreign  coun- 
tries, except  after  formal  declaration 
of  war.  The  question  is  vital  and  the 
competition  keen,  which  promises  in- 
teresting contests,  according  to  the 
debating  manager. 

The  affirmative  team,  which  will 
debate  locally,  is  made  up  of  Glenn 
Dickson,  captain,  and  Elroy  Nelson, 
with  Bert  Lewis  as  alternate.  Dickson 
and  Nelson  were  both  letter  men  for 
Young  last  season,  and  their  merits 
will  stand  as  read.  Much  is  expected 
of  them,  and  they  promise  to  live  up 
the  the  expectations. 

The  negative' will  be  upheld  at  the 
University  of  Utah  by  Don  Cluff,  cap- 
tain, and  Ellsworth  Weaver,  with 
Vernon  Wentz  as  alternate.  Cluff  was 

letter  man  at  this  school  last  year, 
and  Weaver  has  been  a letter  man 
at  Weber  for  the  past  two  years. 
Both  are  clever  and  will  meet  a clever 
team  which  they  are  expected  to  de- 
feat. 

The  men’s  debate,  unfortunately,  is 
scheduled  for  the  same  night  as  the 
junior  prom,  and,  for  that  reason  they 
will  necessarily  be  started  early.  The 
projected  time  of  commencement  is 
7 o’clock  p.  m. 


Richard  Condie,  Utah’s  foremost 
tenor,  a graduate  of  the  Young  Uni- 
versity, and  for  five  years  a student  in 
the  New  England  Conservatory  of 
Music,  will  appear  in  concert  on  the 
B.  Y.  U.  arts  course  this  evening  at 
8:00  o’clock. 

Last  summer  Mr.  Condie  received 
a scholarship  into  the  Fontainebleau 
School  of  Music,  Paris.  He  spent  a 
very  profitable  summer  under  the 
tutorship  of  the  great  Lalignas  and 
De  Creuse,  the  latter  being  consider- 
ed the  best  opera  coach  of  France. 

In  the  long  fastival  of  Saint  Leana, 
Mr.  Condie  was  selected  as  one  of 
the  soloists,  having  the  honor  of  ap- 
pearing with  the  great  singer  I.  Thil- 
lippi.  Paris  newspapers  and  journals 
give  Mr.  Condie  favorable  mention, 
characterizing  his  voice  as  a “ravish- 
ing lyric  tenor.” 

Highest  honors  of  the  Fontainebleau 
school  for  song  execution  were  con- 
ferred on  him.  He  also  received  a 
diploma  for  vocal  coaching. 

Mr.  Condie  is  now  with  the  New 
England  Conservatory  as  private 
vocal  instructor.  He  is  soloist  for  the 
Newton  Symphony  orchestra. 

On  his  return  to  Boston  next  week 
he  will  carry  the  leading  role  in  the 
opera  “The  Witch  of  Salem,”  by  Cad- 
man,  being  fostered  by  the  Republi- 
can women  of  Boston.

Seldom  in  any  institution  is  it  pos- 
sible for  fifty  per  cent  of  a graduat- 
ing class  to  gain  national  fame;  but 
such  is  the  case  with  the  class  of  1907. 
It  was  a small  class,  true,  for  there 
were  but  six  graduates,  five  men  and 
one  woman,  but  they’re  all  succeed- 
ing in  their  various  fields  of  endeavor. 
The  one  woman,  because  she  chose 
that  queenly  role  of  mother,  could 
hardly  have  hoped  to  be  included  in 
the  list  of  the  heralded  great.  So  out 
of  the  five  men  in  the  class  three- 
fifths  or  sixty  per  cent  have  attained 
eminence. 

In  the  1927  issue  of  “American  Men 
of  Science”  the  who’s  who  of  the 
scientific  world,  are  listed  the  follow- 
ing from  the  B.  Y.  U.  graduating 
class  of  1907:
